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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that one would not modify the 
reference of Shuiji to include vacuuming the contaminants through the cleaning head assembly because the reference teaches jetting 
acetone and nitrogen gas. Applicant argues that such a modification would destroy the teaching of the Shuiji reference. Applicant's 
arguments are unpersuasive because the examiner is not suggesting amending acetone and nitrogen gas of the Shuiji reference. The 
examiner is suggesting adding a vacuuming means in order to further remove contaminants from the chuck surface. Shuiji teaches 
scrubbing the chuck surface and further removing contaminants. The modification of Shuiji to include a vacuum means would further 
enhance the removal of contaminants and therefore such a modification would not destroy the teachings of the primary reference. 
Applicant argues the improper combination of Shuiji in view of Madea. Specifically, applicant argues that Madea et al teach cleaning a 
gas manifold in comparison to Shuiji, and therefore there would be no motivation to combine the teachings of the reference. Applicant's 
arguments are unpersuasive because both references are directed to cleaning a substrate surface by scrubbing. Applicant argues that 
Shuiji fails to teach the limitations of claim 55. Shuiji teaches cleaning the wafer chuck. The secondary reference of Madea et al. is 
relied upon to teach removing contaminants by vacuuming contaminants through the cle^aing surface (i.e. brush). In reference to claims 
34-42, applicant maintains the same arguments, which have been already been addressed. . 
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
